Thek, or Harry to
usurp this auttiority; for onc party mizht order
an ¢lection vponone day, and another upon
wnother, and neitber wonld bave lnwful auths.

All such
sporadic snd ~pontanesus movements are totally
putside of the lav and unknown to it,

some higuer nuthariiy must sertle these pre-
